Planners balk 
at retail store 


The County Planning Commission balk­ 
ed Wednesday on a request to set up a 
commercial district on a country road 
just south of the city of Lompoc. 
But the commission is allowing Walter 
J. Holmdahl to refile an application for 
a conditional exception to sell items re­ 
stricted to bulk hay 
and grain and re­ 
lated farm materials on property on the 
west side of San Miguelito Rd. 
Commissioner M. V. Duncan, of Lom­ 
poc said he felt “ it was hard to justi­ 
fy approving a retail store in this loca­ 
tion, as it would do damage to the plan­ 
ning concept for the area.” 
On motion of Commissioner Robert C. 
Lilley, 
of 
Lompoc, 
the commission 
agreed to consider a new application from 
Holmdahl that would be based on having 
the operation judged as an adjunct to the 
present Holmdahl ranch activities. 
Holmdahl, his wife, son and son’s 
wife would run the operation, the com­ 
mission was told. 
Dr. Duncan said: “There’s no ques­ 
tion 
but that it has been shown there 
is a need for this service.’’ He refer­ 
red to a stack of letters from owners 
of horses in the area backing Holm­ 
dahl. 
There was one objecting letter from 
William R. Begg, an area resident, who 
pointed out there was a feed store in 
Lompoc and that the commission had 
turned down a commercial use applica­ 
tion on San Miguelito Rd. previously. 
The commission originally had receiv­ 
ed a request from Holmdahl to approve 
a rezoning from suburban agricultural- 
residental district to allow a planned 
commercial override. 
The commission waived a year’s time 
limit for refiling and also waived pay­ 
ment of a second $50 permit fee. 
Holmdahl told the commission he had 
never intended a full - scale country 
store. He said he did not intend to sell 
pesticides, animal feed other than that 
for farm animals, or farm equipment. 
Ed Larsen, testifying for Holmdahl, 
said he had operated a feed store in 
Lompoc for a number of years but gave 
it up, citing the principal drawback as 
lack of storage space for hay. He said 
the country area was an ideal spot for 
such storage which couldn’t be accom­ 
modated in the city, due to fire restric­ 
tions and other drawbacks. 
Horsemen’s groups had urged him to 
go ahead with the project, said Holm­ 
dahl. He said there were some 500 
horses in the Lompoc area requiring 
feed and service, and also a number 
at Vandenberg AFB. 
The Holmdahl family is also in the cat­ 
tle business, the commission was told.

Nixon attacks crime, pollution 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -President Nix­ 
on proposed in his State of the Union 
message 
to Congress today the most 
expensive programs in history to com­ 
bat pollution and crime. 
While 
his 
prepared message dealt 
extensively 
with the need for greater 
federal 
economies 
to fight inflation, 
the President told a joint session of the 
House and Senate 
that crime and pol­ 
lution were two areas in which he would 
recommend unprecedented spending. 
Nixon’s 
first State of the Union mes­ 
sage 
also 
reported 
prospects 
for 
peace in Vietnam were “far greater to­ 
day than 
they were a year ago.” 
Nixon’s assessment of the peace out­ 
look for the 70s 
was even brighter. 
He said, “ America 
may have the best 
chance since World War II to enjoy a 
generation of uninterrupted 
peace.” 
In a largely domestically oriented 
message in which he foresaw America 
as 
“a society of large expectations,” 
the President’s dominant subjects ap­ 
peared to be pollution, crime and infla­ 
tion.

On pollution, he declared: 
“ The program I shall propose to Con­ 
gress will be the most comprehensive 
and costly 
program in this field ever 
in the nation’s history.” 
He said the plan, to be submitted 
later to Congress, will include 
a na­ 
tional 
$10 billion 
clean 
waters pro­ 
gram 
to put modern municipal waste 
treatment 
plants 
“ in every place in 
America where they are needed.” 


With 
reference 
to the fight against 
the growing crime rate, he said: 
“ In referring to budget cuts, there is 
one area 
where I have ordered an in­ 
crease rather than a cut —the request 
of those agencies with the responsibility 
for law enforcement.” 
Nixon 
said that would involve doub­ 
ling in fiscal 1971 the federal expen­ 
diture for aiding local law enforcement 
— double the 1970 budget for this pur­ 
pose. 
Discussing 
inflation, 
the President 
declared 
the “ millions of Americans 
are forced to go into debt today because 


the federal 
government 
decided to go 
into debt yesterday.” 
“ We must 
balance our federal bud­ 
get 
so that American 
families will 
have a better chance 
to balance their 
family budgets,” he said. 
Presenting and remaining 
within 
a 
balanced 
budget, 
he added, required 
“ hard decisions.” 


“ It 
means 
rejecting spending pro­ 
grams which would benefit some of the 
people 
when their net effect would re­ 
sult in price increases for all the peo­ 
ple.” 
The President’s speech—coming two 
days 
after the anniversary of his first 
year in office —was generally directed 
at sweeping reforms in the federal es­ 
tablishment and a redefinement of na­ 
tional priorities and goals. 


In fact the President 
thought that 
particularly 
in domestic affairs there 
was need for “a national 
growth poli­ 
cy” through which federal, state and lo­ 
cal governments 
could “influence the 
course of urban settlement and growth 


so as positively to affect the quality of 
American life.” 
“ It is no longer 
enough to live and 
let live,” the President said. “Now we 
must live and help live. We need a fresh 
climate in America, 
one in which 
a 
person can breathe freely and breathe 
in freedom.” 


Nixon said that in speaking of Ameri­ 
can priorities “the first priority must 
always 
be peace for America and the 
world.” This, he added is a great issue 
which should be above 
partisanship. 
His foreign 
policy views for 1970 
will be developed at length in a special 
message to Congress in early February. 


His 
balanced budget proposals also 
will be spelled out later, in a message 
which, under law, must reach Congress 
by Feb. 2, along, with the chief execu­ 
tive’s annual report on the national eco­ 
nomy. 
With these special messages coming 
along shortly, the President in his State 
of the Union — a document of some4,500 
words — concentrated 
on broad goals. 


As for this country’s 
international 
role, he stressed the need for greater 
participation by other nations in im­ 
proving the lot of the under-developed 
countries and of moving toward a cli­ 
mate of peace. 


“ We shall be faithful to our treaty 
commitments, 
but we shall reduce 
our involvement and our presence in oth­ 
er nations’ affairs,” he said. 
“ To insist that other nations play a 
role is not a retreat from responsibil­ 
ity, but a sharing of reponsibility. Peace 
requires partnership . . . ” 


“ I would be the last to suggest that the 
road to peace 
is not difficult and dan­ 
gerous, 
but I believe our new policies 
have contributed to the prospect that 
America may have the best chance since 
World War II to enjoy 
a generation of 
uninterrupted peace,” he said. 


Nixon added that this chance for peace 
would be enhanced by a cooperative re­ 
lationship between Congress and the exe­ 
cutive.

newspapers,

Irwinton Bulletin. The speech, printed in 
the paper, was reported as having read: 
“ I yield to no man as a fellow candi­ 
date or as a fellow citizen in the firm, 
vigorous 
belief in the principles of 
white supremacy, and I shall always be 
so governed.” 
The account also said: 
“ I am a Southerner 
by ancestry, 
birth, training, 
inclination, belief and 
practice. I believe that segregation of 
the races is proper and the only and cor­ 
rect way of life in our state.”

judge, from 
his home in Tallahassee, 
Fla., said in a statement “ I do 
not 
subscribe 
to those views now. I am not 
a racist.” He also said: 
“ Specifically and categorially,

Israeli paratroopers landed today on 
the Egyptian Red Sea island fortress of 
Shadwan at entrance to the Gulf of Suez 
and captured an Egyptian radar sta­ 
tion, Israeli military spokesmen report­ 
ed in Tel Aviv. 
He said Israeli planes sank two Egyp­ 
tian torpedo boats to clear the way 
for the landing forces and that the 
Israelis overcame all opposition on the 
island, killing 17 Egyptians and captur­ 
ing 40. 
He put Israeli losses at three 
dead and six wounded. 
An Egyptian military spokesman in 
Cairo said Israeli planes made a “ con­ 
centrated air attack” 
on the island 
seven miles west of Sharm E 1-Sheikh 
at the southern tip of the Sinai Pe­ 
ninsula and that one Israeli plane was 
shot down. 
Israel said no planes were 
lost. 
The spokesman did not make it clear 
whether the Israeli paratroopers landed 
from boats or from helicopters but 
said they did not jump. 
The island of Shadwan lies midway 
between the southern tip of the Sinai 
Peninsula and the Egyptian mainland. 
It is opposite the area where Israeli 
armored forces carried out a 30-mile 
sweep last year.

One of the license numbers was traced 
to 
Cleveland and led to the arrests by 
FBI agents there Wednesday of Aubran

26, and Paul Eugene Gilly, 37. 
all of Cleveland. 
U.S. Attorney Robert Krupansky said

government would ask for

Moscone emphasized it was 
up to Reagan to request a 
cancellation by the legislature 
because it was Reagan who 
first proposed the rebate. The 
legislature defeated a Moscone 
measure 
which 
would have 
rebated twice as much. 
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Reagan insisted the money be 
returned in the form of credits 
to taxpayers, who he said were 
overcharged when he proposed 
and the legislature passed a $1 
billion tax increase in 1967. 
Republican William T. Ba- 
gley, chairman of the Assembly 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee, 
offered 
no 
immediate 
solution to the money difficul­ 
ties. But he noted that even if 
the legislature now approved 
payroll withholding of the state 
income tax it would not take 


hold 
in time to ease the 
projected deficit. 


Bagley, a leading advocate of 
withholding, said that such a 
tax 
collection system would 
raise an estimated $165 million 
to $170 million infiscal 1971-72 
without a tax increase.

Coroner's jury 
decides Pontfier 
deaths 'justified* 


CHICAGO (UPI)—A special, 
blue-ribbon coroner’s jury has 
concluded the deaths of two 
Black Panther party leaders 
"justifiable homicide.” 
The jury qualified its findings, 
however, in the death of Fred 
Hampton, 21, Illinois Panther 
chairman. The verdict said his 
death was justified, but added 
that 
the ruling was "based 
solely and exclusively on the 
evidence 
presented 
to this 
inquisition.” 
The death of Mark Clark, 22, 
a downstate Panther organizer, 
“ was justified,” the panel said. 
Hampton 
and Clark were 
killed Dec. 4, 1969, during a 
predawn raid on their West 
Side apartment. Fourteen Chi­ 
cago policemen assigned to the 
state’s attorney’s office took 
part in the raid.

S. Viets

SAIGON (UPI) - Guerrilla 
troops shelled and then tried to 
overrun a South Vietnamese 
Marine headquarters 
outpost 
deep in the Mekong Delta early 
today, killing 15 government 
soldiers and wounding 41. 
Military spokesmen said the 
defenders of the camp, on the 
edge of the U Minh Forest 122 
miles 
southwest 
of Saigon, 
weathered the 100-round shell­ 
ing attack and used air strikes 
and artillery to beat off the 
assault. They found72 guerrilla 
bodies at dawn. 


The attack lent credence to 
Allied intelligence reports that 
North Vietnamese troops are 
reinforcing the Viet Cong in the 
delta for a Tet-type offensive in 
February aimed at showing the 
vulnerability of the government 
army. 
In other developments: 
— Headquarters reported 
stepped-up fighting across the 
war zone Wednesday, with 175 
Communist troops slain against 
American losses of 11 dead and 
21 wounded.

instead of metal to repair bone 
injuries. 


Dr. San Baw, chief of bone 
surgery in Burma’s Mandalay 
General Hospital, says his ivory 
grafts are cheaper and better 
than the metals ones commonly 
used in the west. 


chemical 
element 
as 
the 
human 
bone. 
Ivory showed 
itself to be naturally unique for 
replacing a section of bone 
which must be joined to the 
remaining bone arrangement. 
That was because ivory as such 
was a kind of bone. 
“ On the other hand the metal 
prosthesis, not being of kindred 
element to natural bone, shows 
its drawbacks. Metal gradually 
chafed against the bone section 
against which it is adjusted, so 


that the ball-and-socket joint 
turned 
loose, 
causing 
the 
wearer acute discomfort.” 
Dr. San Baw lectured on his 
ivory techniques before the 
British Orthopedic Association 
in London last year. 
He 
reported one unusual 
problem: 
sculptors assigned 
to carve bone repair parts from 
ivory 
sometimes found the 
work distasteful because they 
were accustomed to fashioning 
ivory into “ works of art.” 


A metal bone replacement 
prosthesis costs more than $100 
in 
Burma 
and 
must 
be 
imported. That’s higher than 
the annual per capita income, 
and 
what’s 
more 
foreign 
exchange for imports is scarce. 


So the Burmese doctor, who 
studied 
orthopedics 
in 
the 
United 
States, 
decided 
to 
experiment with ivory, which is 
relatively 
cheap 
in Burma 
because of the large number of 
elephants. 


He found he could carve an 
ivory 
replacement prosthesis 
for $20. He tried the first one in 
1960 on an 83-year-old Buddhist 
Nun, Daw Punya, to correct an 
injury in the thighbone. In the 
10 years since then, he has 
fitted ivory parts 
into the 
thighbones 
of 
100 
patients 
ranging in age from 24 to 87 
years. 


“ Most of them have been rid 
of their thighbone disabilities,” 
a Burmese government report 
(Hi 
the 
medical 
work said. 
“ Only a few of them encoun­ 
tered relapse because they fell 
or slipped, breaking the ivory 
replacement prosthesis they 
were wearing.

tone of concert qroup

The Amati Ensemble Berlin perform­ 
ed Monday via the Community Concert 
Association at the Lompoc Theater. 
The concert was enthusiastically re­ 
ceived by the less than capacity au­ 
dience. 
Under the direction of Rain- 
Keelble, who acts as concertmaster, the 
group consists of six violins, two violas, 
two cellos and contrabass. 


Organized in 1965, it is in demand 
throughout the world making tours from 
a home base in Berlin. 
Although they 
have appeared once in San Francisco, 
this is the first American tour by the 
ensemble. 


The swift precise entrance to stand­ 
ing positions on the stage set the tone 
for the evening both in music style 
and stage department. 
This style be­ 
came evident with the first selection 
of the "Fugue in six parts" from Mu­ 
sical Offering by Bach based on a tune 
of Federick the Great. 
From the soft 
beginning with the violas it was deftly 
built to the climax in spite of some 
problems with pitch in the first vio­ 
lins. 
The humidity could have been 
partly to blame but the problem per­ 
sisted at times throughout the evening. 


The rather dry tone quality of the 
ensemble was best served by Paul Hinde­ 
mith's "Trauerm usik" for viola and 
strings which was composed fbltowiag 
the death of King George V of England. 
It was well played by soloist Attila 
Balough and his associates. 


"Concerto in G Major" (Alla Rus- 
tica) by Antonio Vivaldi begins with a 
jig-like presto movement which was 


played spiritedly and light if without 
humor or verve. 
Their finely honed 
pianissimo is developed to a science 
and beautifully used. 
Perhaps Vivaldi 
would have been better served by a round­ 
er more "singing" tone and more variety 
of tempo especially with broader re­ 
tards. 


The lyrical "Grand Rondeau in A Ma­ 
jo r" by Schubert followed, featuring 
the concertmaster with much interplay 
between violin and ensemble. 
This 
work was treated with the beautiful 
soft tone in which the group excelled. 


The concluding work was the well- 
known "Eine Kleine Nachtmusik" by 
Mozart. 
It again showed off the well 
trained pianissmo playing with nice va­ 
riety in dynamic contrasts., 
Again in­ 
tonation problems troubled the first vio­ 
lins. As with other movements through­ 
out the evening, the Rondo did "hasten" 
as the program notes told us but without 
too much "gay playfulness"-there was 
hardly time at that speed. 
Was the 
group overly tired from their heavy 
schedule or experiencing a little mid 
tour letdown? 
The heavy high drapes 
at the back of the stage certainly did 
not enrich their tone quality. 


Their one encore, Haydn's "Serenade" 
contained their most relaxed and lovely 
playing of the evening and was greeted 
with much deserved enthusiasm. 
It 
was treated with grace and warmth and 
with beautiful phrasing. In spite of some 
off-moments the Amati Ensemble Ber­ 
lin is a highly skilled performing group 
and we were indeed fortunate to have 
this ensemble here on their first Ameri­ 
can tour.

Keep in mind the following 
steps in this open kettle can­ 
ning method, and follow them 
c a r e f u l l y : Make sure the 
tops of jars you use have 
no nicks, c r a c k s or sharp 
edges; wash the jars thor­ 
oughly in hot soapy water 
and then boil in clear water 
for at least 15 minutes. Scald 


the lids by placing them in 
a pan and pouring boiling 
water over them. Allow lids 
to remain in the pan, without 
boiling, until you need them.

LSD (“ACID”) is a synthetic 
chemical compound: d-lysergic acid 
diethylamide. 
It is one of the most popular 
drugs in the underground drug cult 
today. 
Its direct effect is rarely fatal 
and apparently not physically ad­ 
dictive. But, its effect on the mind 
is entirely unpredictable. 
It is an hallucinogen... 
It can be a psychedelic that 
takes the mind on a “magical mys­ 
tical” trip. Or... 
It can create a mental disaster, 
resulting in panic, psychosis or de­ 
pression that can remain or flash­ 
back long after the initial effects of 
the drug have worn off. 
Its effect on animal and human 
chromosomes and genes is still un­ 
known. 
No one can be sure how any 
given amount will affect any one 
person at any one time, even in the 
most apparently stable subject. 


Why was LSD developed, 
how is it obtained? 


LSD was first produced by ac­ 
cident in 1938. Subsequently, it has 
been used as a research drug in 
several areas including the study 
of psychoses. It has provided new 
insight into psychological behavior 
and in understanding how the brain 
functions chemically. However, the 
Food and Drug Administration has 
not sanctioned LSD for anything 
other than research. Use for any 


other purpose is illegal. Yet, an illi­ 
cit product, often found to be ques­ 
tionably synthesized and mixed with 
other compounds or drugs, is widely 
available. 


How is LSD taken? 


Because LSD is so potent, 
(4,000 times more potent by weight 
than naturally grown mescaline and 
psilocybin) it can be “dropped” in 
a variety of ways. When diluted, 
LSD may be taken by ampule or 
hypodermic, but these two methods 
are rarely used. The white powder 
or clear liquid in purer form is far 
more potent. Dangerous, pinhead­ 
sized amounts of the tasteless, odor­ 
less drugs are easily concealed in 
sugar cubes, chewing gum, even 
postage stamps. 


What can happen 
when you “drop” LSD? 


Reality can dissolve. Time and 
space relationships can be lost. One 
may “hear” colors or “see” sounds. A 
feeling of “total wisdom” and “new 
insight” may wash over the user, 
altering his perception of surround­ 
ings. The user may feel relaxed, 
extremely self assured, and power­ 
ful or he may become anxious and 
apprehensive. He might feel he can 
stop a freight train with his body... 
or, want to jump out a window, “a 
bird frightened to flight”. 
Short-term physical effects in­ 
clude an increase in blood pressure, 


h eart rate and blood sugar. There 
is the possibility of nausea, chills, 
irregular breathing, sweating and 
trem bling of the hands. Sleep will 
likely be deferred until the d ru g ’s 
effect w ears off. Pupils will probably 
be dilated. U sers will often have to 
pro tect their eyes with dark glasses 
even indoors o r at night. 
L ong-term effect includes loss 
of interest in norm al daily routines. 
T h e u s e r m a y le a v e family a n d 
friends, becom e highly introspective 
and live only for the next “ trip ” . 


Who are drug abusers 
and why? 


Curiosity, desire to experi­ 
ment, dissatisfaction with “the es­ 
tablishment” and a search for a 
pleasurable release from a variety 
of physical and mental pressures 
and depression are all factors lead­ 
ing to drug abuse. In what has be­ 
come a “pill-taking” adult society, 
young people are particularly vul­ 
nerable. They are more often intro­ 
duced to drugs by friends than out­ 
siders and it’s pretty hard to refuse 
a friend. It’s harder still to resist a 
group. The problem is, as psychol­ 
ogists cannot predict which social 
drinkers will become alcoholics, 
there is no sure test for spotting a 
potential drug abuser. However, re­ 
peated use may eventually lead to a 
psychological dependency on drugs 
that can’t be broken. 
LSD. It can be a psychedelic 
that takes the mind on a “magical 
mystical” trip. Or,... 
It can create a mental disaster, 
resulting in panic, psychosis, or de­ 
pression that can remain or flash­ 
back long after initial effects of the 
drug have worn off. 
Think about it

How to get out of Vietnam

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
President Nixon clings seriously to 
the prospect of a negotiated settlement 
with Hanoi in Paris because it is pro­ 
bably the only way of getting all U.S. 
forces — not just ground combat troops 
— out of Vietnam within the next few 
years. 
His withdrawal timetable, unannounced 
but considered likely in most informed 
circles here to keep 
moving on its unila­ 
teral 
course, 
con­ 
cerns only 
ground 
combat units and pos­ 
sibly a modest num­ 
ber of backup ele­ 
ments. 
Assuming, not un­ 
reasonably, that the 
President’s 
time­ 
table 
foresees 
a 
ground combat cutoff 
point somewhere between the end of 
1970 and April, 1971, it leaves out of 
all account the later withdrawal of our 
air-sea support forces and perhaps 200,- 
000 noncombat troops intended, for a 
time, to back up the South Vietnamese 
armies. 


Within the last few weeks, two high 
administration officials have deliberate­ 
ly fended off newsmen’s questions — 
though posed in a “background” setting 
— on how and when these remaining forc­ 
es could be removed from Vietnam. 
There is more than a faint suspicion 
among knowledgeable analysts here that, 
at this moment, the President does not 
have a suitable answer. 
The potential magnitude of the prob­ 
lem, in term s of numbers and time, was 
indicated to a group of newsmen the other 
day by Dean Acheson, secretary of state 
under former President Truman. Said he: 
“If anyone had said to me that the 
United States, nearly 20 years after 
the Korean war began, would still have 
50,000 troops in Korea, I’d have said he 
was crazy.*’ 
Acheson suggested we might have a 
force of at least comparable size in 
South Vietnam for 10 years. Hints have 
been dropped of administration concern 
that perhaps as many as 100,000 men 
might be there for a long time. 


It is this issue which sustains the 
President’s interest in a negotiated set­ 
tlement in Paris. Only such an agree­ 
ment — involving Hanoi, Saigon and the 
Viet Cong in some plan for supervised 
elections looking toward some kind of 
coalition government — could provide us 
with a widely acceptable excuse for the 
early withdrawal of all our 
forces. 
New poll findings show Americans in a 
ratio 
of more than 3 to 1 opposed to 
quick withdrawal of all U.S. forces. Not 
unfairly, high U.S. officials argue that 
this indicates quite general support for 
Nixon’s idea that withdrawal must be 
staged in a way that allows South Viet­ 
nam full chance to achieve stability and 
at least relative independence. 
There is evidence that, once with­ 
drawal of our combat troops is complete 
and our prospective casualties cut to a 
very low figure, the nation’s patience with 
the process of stabilizing South Vietnam 
might be sustained a long time. A pro­ 
fessional and largely volunteer army 


might bear the burden of our continu­ 
ing noncombat assistance. 
Why, then, retain any faith in the 
Paris talks and the presumably related 
prospect of faster withdrawal of all our 
units'1 


That faith, as voiced today by a hand­ 
ful of key U.S. officials, sounds almost 
mystical, like the grossest sort of wish­ 
ful thinking. One man suggests, indeed, 
that Hanoi may display “ maximum and 
implacable ferocity” in its attitude until 
just before it is ready to settle at Par­ 
is. The talks so far have been history’s 
most fruitless. 
The reasons for hoping must lie in 
this range: Fear of the uncertain but 
probably heavy 
budgetary 
drain that 
would accompany a long - sustained, 
though noncombat, U.S. presence in Viet­ 
nam; and the serious inconsistency of that 
perhaps high 
(100,000-man) 
presence 
with Nixon’s new doctrine of a lowered 
American profile all around the globe.

bation for convicted criminals works 
or that it doesn’t, whether punishment 
(imprisonment) 
prevents 
crime or 
doesn’t, whether psychiatric treatment, 
work training or other methods of pri­ 
son rehabilitation bring results or not. 
Some of these men doubt that we know 
how to effectively uncover crim e when 
it is committed, capture the criminal, 
or to gather the evidence required to 
convict the guilty. 
Listen in on the research discussions 
and you will hear experts in the field 
report on what a small percentage of 
crim es are ever reported. fThe figures 
on unreported crime aren’t known, of 
course. But the guesses, based on local 
guesses, are fantastic.) 
These scientists will point out that, 
even for reported crim es, few culprits 
are caught and convicted. 
As if this were not confusing enough, 
at these meetings a listener hears men 
report on the differing treatment that 
may be given a man or woman for the 
same 
crime, 
depending on where (in 
which city or state) that crime is com­ 
mitted. 
A gas station robbery, one research 
man says, is a much different matter in 
New York City than in the radically 
different climate of a Midwestern state 
such as Kansas. Purse snatching is 
viewed in quite a different light on the 
downtown streets of a major city on 
the one hand and in a small rural town 
on the other. Even second - degree 
murder, these men argue, is considered 
quite differently, depending on the com­ 
munity in which it occurs. 
So, if heavy new spending should put 
large amounts of money into enlarged 
police departments, modern prisons and 
prison reform, on rehabilitation and bet­ 
ter-manned parole systems (and if these 
men are to be believed), it is not at all 
clear what results we will get. 
All this, bad as it sounds, does not 
suggest to this reporter that we should 
wring our hands in despair. 
What it does mean is that we must 
(as we have learned to our sorrow in the 
field of poverty) move in slowly and care­ 
fully, with a host of pilot experiment­ 
al programs and a great deal more 
study on what steps cause what results. 
For one thing (and some men in the 
field consider it crucial), we must know 
what it is that causes some men to be 
criminal repeaters and some men no, 
how to distinguish between the two — 
and how, hopefully, to convert a repeat­ 
er into a man who will leave crime 
alone. 


Behind the scenes, Moscow rumors 
reaching our State Department whisper 
the axing of Soviet Foreign Minister An­ 
drei Gromyko. Anything can happen to 
Kremlin leaders but the astounding thing 
is that nothing has ever happened to 
Gromyko —and only to Gromyko. 
Going all the way back to Stalin’s 
long era, this phe­ 
nomenal 
survivor 
has surmounted ev­ 
ery upheaval, weath­ 
ered every purge and 
emerged 
in place. 
You cannot achieve 
this by being supine 
or contrite (Gromyko 
is neither), nor by 
hitching your wagon 
to some Red 
star. 
Powerful secret po­ 
liceman LaurentiBe- 
ria found that out. So 
have countless others. Most conspicu­ 
ously Nikita Khrushchev. 
Too many rivals push you aside in 
that land of perpetual conspiracy. The ri­ 
vals cooperate well until it is time to 
eat each other. They understand each 
other in an odd sort of way, which is, 
of course, what most conspirators say 
before murder is committed. 
Until Commissar Vyacheslav Molo­ 
tov's 
time, Soviet Foreign Ministers 
were 
minor officials in the U.S.S.R. 
With 
World War II the job changed. 
Molotov, a true revolutionary whose 
name means “ hammer man,” was com­ 
munism’s perfect tool in foreign af­ 
fairs. Then the ax fell on this malign, 
vulpine, competent insider as Foreign 
Minister on March 4, 1949. 
China was Molotov’s specialty. The 
hierarchy sent him secretly to Peking 
to mastermind RedChina’s thrust against 
us in North Korea with Mao Tse-tung. 
Molotov was the real voice behind the 
Panmunjom negotiations, a secret first 
discovered at Panmunjom by Gen. Mark 
W. Clark. 
Gromyko’s specialty, in turn, is the 
United States. He knows our country like 
the Mets know Shea Stadium. One of our 
most persistent fallacies is the conten­ 
tion that we must educate Soviet chiefs 
“to know us better” and that we must 
be patient with “their lack of understand­ 
ing of America and with their inferior­ 
ity complex.” Nonsense. They know us 
well enough to cash in on every weak­ 
ness we have. And Gromyko, typically, 
does so with the assurance of a m aster 
plumber. 
He was here during World War II, 
represented the U.S.S.R. at the Dum­ 
barton Oaks Conference in 1944 which 
prepared the United Nations, lived in 
Washington as the Soviet Ambassador, 
lived in New York as an Ambassador 
to the United Nations and has travelled 
nearly everywhere in our country for 
years on end. He knows well how to 
help create our foreign problems, and 
this is his function. 
Gromyko has a stony face and a dour 
look but he is a much easier man to 
be with than you would gather on TV — 
until you talk business. I have known 
him 26 years. Edward R. Stettinius 
Jr. was my classmate at the University 
of Virginia. 
When he became Secre- 
tar of State and conducted the Dum­ 
barton Oaks Conference he introduced 
me to Gromyko. He came often to Mr. 
Stettinius’ 
Horseshoe 
Farm home at 
Orange, Va., and finally, through four 
years in Geneva, I suppose IsawGromy- 
ko more often than he saw his own wife 
and children. And behind this stony face 
is a mind as airy and hard as the archi­ 
tecture of a modern bank. 
I flew the Atlantic one night with 
Gromyko. We were deadlocked inGeneva. 
Gromyko remarked, with a chuckle, “ I 
can stay there and talk as long as there 
are swans in Lake Geneva.” It was the 
Kremlin’s usual method of talking and 
talking so that we, anxious to get the 
conference going, would make conces­ 
sions. Then Gromyko, obtaining gen­ 
erous concessions, would bring the re- 
conciliation to nothing by treating as a 
sign of U.S. weakness what had been in­ 
spired by a desire for cooperation and 
the aim of world peace. 
When angry, his eyes have the brilli­ 
ance of some fatal jewel. In Russia a 
“dourak” is an imbecile. It is one of 
Gromyko's favorite words. Gromyko, 
however, is too smart to use this, on any­ 
one other than his Russian collabora­ 
tors. 
He prides 
himself on being able to* 
stall when we cannot stall and thus re- ■ 
tain the initiative, or to act when we do 


not act and thus also retain the ini­ 
tiative. And to the depths of this man’s 
bones he honestly considers the United 
States a paper tiger. 
Kremlin leaders do not live at the 
edge of a volcano. They live in one.

OVERSIMPLIFICATION. . .Most of 
us by this time have received our 
new and easy to read and work with 
federal tax form 1040, and most of 
us are even more confused than we 
have ever been in attempting to fol­ 
low 
the instructions on the forms 
through to the end. 
Of course, we don’t have anything 
to worry about, the Internal Revenue 
Service says. 
For the new form is 
so simple, they say, that even the 
most befuddled taxpayer can get easi­ 
ly through it. 
All you have to do is 
follow the simple instructions. 
Ha! Ha! Ha! 
In the past, you have 
been able to get near­ 
ly everything you had 
to declare as income 
and those items you 
wanted to take as de­ 
ductions on the front 
and back of the same 
sheet. 


Things 
have been 
simplified, 
n o w , 
though, and you need 
only use the front of 
the 1040, plus a couple of other sched­ 
ules attached to it. 
Then, you see, 
you have simplified things. 
Where 
the government needed only one file 
clerk to file the paper, now they need 
one for each piece of paper, which, 
of course means more jobs for more 
people. 


Let’s just suppose that you are like 
the average American guy, who has a 
wife, a couple of kids, a dog, one new 
car for the kids 
to drive to school 
and one old junker for you to drive 
to work, and you are saddled with in­ 
debtedness and have only one source of 
income, and all of that income is re­ 
ported on a W-2 form supplied by your 
employer. 
You have enough deductions that it 
pays you to go to the trouble of com­ 
puting these deductions, in which case 


you also put yourself in the position 
of computing your own tax. 
Last year, you listed your income 
on the front of the return, turned over 
to the back and itemized your deduc­ 
tions, then carried that total to the 
face of the return and put the total 
on the proper line. 
Your next step 
was to deduct from total income, the 
amount allowed you for exemptions on 
the number of dependents you declared, 
followed by subtracting the total of 
itemized deductions listed. 
Then, you turned to the tax table 
and figured your tax, entering the amount 
on the proper line. After this, you either 
subtracted the amount of tax from the 
amount withheld for tax as shown on 
your W-2, if you had money coming 
back, or subtracted from the amount 
withheld from the total tax due, if you 
still owed Uncle Sammie a little. 
But the fanatics in the computer cen­ 
ters of the Internal Revenue Service 
decided that this was far too complicated 
for the average taxpayer to understand. 
So they simplified the task. 
Now, all you have to do is show your 
income, 
then 
find 
another separate 
schedule, called Schedule A, Form 1040, 
on which you itemize deductions. But 
instead of bringing the total of the item­ 
ized deductions to the face of the return, 
you 
now have to find Schedule T, 
Form 1040, and put the total on line 2. 
Also, once you have recorded your in­ 
come, you then take that figure to line 
1, Schedule T, Form 1040. You also take 
the number of exemptions claimed on 
line 10, Form 1040, and place that num­ 
ber in the blank provided on line 4, Sched­ 
ule T, Form 1040, and multiply it by $600. 
Then you proceed to compute your tax 
on the basis of whatever tax table or 
schedule applies to you. When you have 
reached this point, you bring the figure 
back to the front of Form 1040, breathe 
a sign of relief, gather up all your 
figures and worksheets, and head for 
the nearest tax consultant, who is not 
quite as confused by this time as you are.
